Bxtract of a letter from Sapper 
Jarnes Batez, M.M., received by 
his parents, Mr. and Mre. T. W. 
Bates of Gleichen, The letter was 
dated Noy, 29th. 

I think 1 had best give youa 
little wi France. Well, to start 
with, when we went out on August 
16, 1916, we went to the Ypres 
salient, of course it was silent then. 
We stayed fora while and then 
went down to the Somme, and be- 
lieve me there was an awful change 
mud up to the neck. Mowever, 
we stayed there till Nov. 16. Then 


' they moved us up to Vimy Ridge 


and we stayed there about eight 
mouths. It was not a bad spet 


and of course we advaneed a lot 


a 


since we went there. It was there 
I got my medal on March 1at 1917, 
which I will never forget. A big 
raid was planned on Fritz, which 
was to go over into his trenches and 


_ bluw up any strong positions or dug 


outs wecould. ‘Well, we sent 45 
sappers over with the infantry to de 
the heavy bluwing up. We carried 
a 20 pound bombeach. Well, in 
th at place it was not a succasa. 

WS nt gas over befure we went 
and the wind changed slightly and 
the gas did not go where it should 
have, Although some’ Germans 
were gassed there were more of our 
own. Anyhow 1 went over with 

them and did my work and helped 

back some wounded, it was a risky 
job as the German gunners were 
just fairly sweeping the ground 
with bullets. I managed to get 
back safely but found a lot of my 
pals “lidn’t, some were gassed, 
some wounded and a few killed in- 
cluding our captain, It was avight 
I do not want to see again, It 
was “a couple of weeks later I re- 
ceived the medal for this. As said 
before we stayed around Vimy, or 
rather we were noirer Lene and a- 
“bout two months ago they pulled us 
out and brought us up Ypres 
way again and aronnd Pasheadale 
they brought the Canadian Corps 
to take the ri ges which we did. 
As I left for leave we were moving 
back down to Lens and tbat is 
whieeel expect to find them when 
I gyaenck., But it is heaven there 
compared with being up around 
Ypres. We may. get it easy fora 
while although,I believe we will 
take Lens before cg.”

Alberta Farm Loan Act 


War conditions and unforseen de- 
velopments incident thereto have 
prompted the Provincia: Govern:

tiou of the Farm Loan Act. 

The Act was passed in April last 
and the matter of bringing it into 
operation has been constantly be- 
fore the Government. It will be 
remembered that up to that time 
the United States had not entered 
the war and that the American 
market was then open-to the worid 
for borrowing purpuses. As soon, 
however, as the United Stares joined 
the Allies, her markyts were closed 
to outside borrowers’ with the re- 
sult tbat our source of supply—one 
from whiet: in recent years a sub-

German Treachery 


Some Plain Speaking Indulged in by 
New York Ambassadors 


Some plain speaking was heard at 
the Authors. Club on the occasion of 
a dinner given to ex-Ambassador 
Gerard. Aiter he had told the story 
of his four years’ stay in Germany, 
he dwelt upon the dangers to which 
people of this country are exposed 
by treacherous German-Americans 
who have been our daily associates 
and have made their fortunes among 
us. 

Dr. van Dyke, formerly minister 
to the Netherlands, produced one of 
the Lusitania medals, bearing the an- 


nouncement that the vessel was 
“Sunk on May 5, 1915,” when she 
was not actually destroyed until 


May 7, 1915! 
date of the damnable act was abso- 
Jutely fixed in advance’—for the 
doomed steamship was delayed at 
her New York wharf for two days 
longer than expected, The medals 
were printed in advance of the 
crime! Dr, van Dyke concluded: 

“Ask me to talk peace with a _peo- 
ple like that! I say, ‘No, by God!’

He went much further, for 
he demanded the execution of “ev- 
ery man in this country who is not 
100 per cent. with us in. this war!” 
Shooting, he insisted, is too honor- 
able a death for spics and traitors. 
“If we Jose this war,” concluded Mr. 
Strauss, “we lose everything. The 
American revolution will have been 
fought for nothing; the federal cause 
will have triumphed over disloyalty 
in the salvation of a republic sacri- 
ficed to a nation of barbarians! We 
must win, if it takes the last man 
and the last dollar!” The entire 
gathering rose and cheered tumultu- 
ously. 

While on this subject, notice 
should be taken of the statement of 
Sir Richard Cooper in the house of 
commons that undiscovered spies in 
Britain are still able to acquaint com- 
manders of submarines of sailings 
form English ports; he admits many 
vessels have disappeared of which no 
record exists, because they . were 
“sunk without trace!” 

This is appalling; but it corrobo- 
rates the reports of an American 
negro, sole survivor of those unfor- 
tunates taken upon the deck of a 
German submarine and, after being 
jeered and taunted, drowned by the 
submergence of the craft!

The Brightest Star 


Sirius Is Four Hundred Times Size 
of Our Sun 

Sirius, which astronomers say is 
the brightest star, is estimated to be 
in round numbers, seventy billion 
miles distant—that is seventy follow- 
ed by twelve noughts, It is called a 
fixed star, but it moves about an inch 
a century, Yet that movement, so 
microscopical as seen from the earth, 
to be visible at all must represent a 
movement or speed of 1,900,000 miles 
a day, 

Tf the sky is clear, look for Sirius 
tonight, and think that the light by 
which you sec it left the star nearly 
thirty years ago, yet light travels 
186,000 miles a second, and takes un- 
der eight minutes to pass from sun 
to earth, 

Compared with Sirius the sun is a 
mere flicker, a eandle to an arc light. 
PF If the two were to exchange places 
lin the universe the sun would almost 
}pop out of sight altogether, being

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Saving Coal 


Output of Artificial Ice Plants 
U.S. to Be Curtailed 


A great harvest of natural ice is 
proposed by the United States fuel 
administration as a means of  sav- 
ing coal this winter, Fifteen million 
tons of coal are used annually in 
American ice factories and refriger- 
ating plants, The winter season 
manufactures cach year, Without ex- 
pense to man, billions of tone of 
ice. Most of this is wasted. Every 
ton of natural ice which is harvested 
will take the place of a ton of arti- 
ficial ice and will Save 500 pounds of 
coal, 

Dr. Garficld, fuel administrator, 
will take up with the ice companies 
plans for cutting and storing greater 
amounts of natural ice this winter 
than ever before. In addition every 
householder, storekeeper and farmer 
who can obtain ice from nearby riv- 
ers and ponds, and store it for use 
next suminer, will be urged to do so. 

The organization of the 5000 ice 
making plants of the country along 
lines of fuel economy is receiving 
the attention of the fuel administra- 
tion, If this industry were concen- 
trated in one third of these plants 
the coal saying would be enormous. 
The consolidation — of © refrigerating 
establishments would give a like re- 
sult. It is estimated that in New 
Orleans alone such reorganization 
would save 100 tons of coal a day 
or 36,000 tons cach year. if

Incendiary Bullets 


Used by Aviators for Attacking 
Observation Balloons 


A new form of bullet—known as 
an incendiary bullet—is being used 
in Flanders, The bullets are fired 
from machine guns usually, the 
cartridges being like rifle cartridges 
in calibre and appearance, and ar- 
ranged in suitable strips for the au- 
tomatic feeding of the weap, 

The only difference is tthe 
cartridges carry hollow “bullets; 
which are filled with a slow-burning 
chemical compound. When the bul- 
lets are discharged the explosion of 
the firing charge sets fire to the 
chemical mixture. 

Such bullets are used by aviators 
for attacking the observation bal- 
loons that direct the fire of the ene 
my’s artillery—these ballons being 
stationed ordinarily about four miles 
behind the first line of trenches. 

A single hit will usually destroy a 
balloon, for the bullet penetrating 
the envelope, sets instant fire to 
the hydrogen gas inside. The ob- 
servers have barely time to avail 
themselves of their parachutes, and 
thus to make their escape, by a drop 
of 1,000 fect perhaps.

It is a shocking story that is told 
in the Norwegian papers of the mur- 
derous attack of October 17 on the 
convoy bound from Norway. for 
England. But the horror of it is 
extraordinary only because we are 
provided with more detail than usual, 
only because the German  achieve- 
ment in this instance was not abso- 
lutely “spurlos.” The official Ger- 
man report of October 19 announced 
that “our fighting forces returned 
without loss or damage,” and it was 
doubtless their ecagerness to get 
laway in time that prevented them 
from completing the massacre of the 
men and women who were ecndeav- 
oring to escape in lifeboats, 

Many similar instances have al- 
ready been described. * To recall a 
few: A lifeboat of the Dutch steam- 
er Hestia was deliberately fired on 
and sunk by a German submarine, 
,six Hollanders and seven Chinamen 
being killed; one man was killed and 
several wounded while trying to 
mend a damaged lifeboat of the Dan- 
ish steamer Freden; the crews— of 
the Swedish steamers Baltic and 
Vanland were dealt witli if te same 
manner, boats from the latter hav- 
ing been fired on for almost an hour 
after the ship was abandoned, A 
great many British crews have, of 
course, been subjected to similar 
treatment, the most notorious in- 
stance being that of the Belgian 
Prince, when nearly all the survivors 
were deliberately drowned by _ their 
captors. By now the number of mer- 
chant seamen killed by the Germans 
amounts to more than 9,009, 

It is deeds of this kind that have 
brought upon the heroes of the Ger- 
man navy the loathing and contempt 
of all who follow the sca, They 
account for the formation of _ the 
Merchant Seaman’s League in Eng- 
land and for the drastic resolutions 
of the Seaman’s and Firemen’s union 
relating to the treatment of the Ger- 
man flag and of German sailors aft- 
er the war, The strength of the feel- 
jing among these men and its possi- 
|bilities were shown clearly enough 
in the failure of the pacifist congress 
lat Stockholm, and it is by no means 
lto be taken for granted that they 
will forget their wrongs as soon as 
the war is over. The future stand- 
ing of the German seamen among 
men of their calling is far from envi-

Sheep on Forest Reserves 


Forest Reserves of British Columbia 
Provide Pasture for Prairie 
Sheep - . 

Thirty-five thousand head of sheep 
went from. Alberta’s prairies to the 
forest reserves of British Columbia 
this year. Shipped under the aus- 
pices of the provincial government, 
the flocks went in as an experiment, 
because of-the shortage of pasture in 
Southern Alberta districts. Special 
railway fates were granted, and the 
owners paid the government seven 
cents per head per month for pas- 
ture,

Final Appeal Judge 
Gives Ruling on 
Exemption of Farmers: 


Mr. Justice Duff (the Final Court of Appeal) De- 
clares it is, Essential that there shall be No 
Diminution in Agricultural Production.

(Published by authority of Director of Public Information, 
Ottawa.) 


Hon. Mr, Justice Duff gave judgment on December 
6th, in the first testcase brought before him, as Central 
Appeal Judge (the final court of appeal), for the exemp- 
tion of a farmer. The appeal was made by W. H. Rown- 
tree in respect of his son, W. J. Rowntree, from the 


refused a claim for exemption. The son was stated to 
be an experienced farm hand, who’had been working 
on the farm continuously for the past seven years, and 
ever since leaving school. He lives and works with his 
father, who owns a farm of 150 acres near Weston, 
Ontario. With the exception of a younger brother, he 
is the only male help of the father on the farm. The 
father is a man of advanced years, 


In granting the man exemption “until he ceases to 


be employed in agricultural labor,” Mr. Justice Duff 
said: 


“The Military Service Act does not deal with the 
subject of the exemption of persons engaged in the agri- 
cultural industry; and the question which it is my duty 
to decide is whether the applicant being and having 
been, as above mentioned, habitually and effectively en- 
gaged in agriculture and in labor essential to the carry- 
ing on of agricultural production, ought to be exempted 
under the provisions of the Military Service Act. 


“These two propositions are indisputable : 


“(1) In order that the military power of the allies 
may be adequately sustained, it is essential that in this 
country and under the present conditions, there 
should bé‘no diminution in agricultural production. 


“(2) The supply of competent labor available for 
the purpose of agricultural production is not abundant, 
but actually is deficient. 


“The proper conclusion appears to be that the ap- 
plicant, a competent person, who had been habitually 
and effectively engaged in labor essential to such pro- 
duction, ought not to be withdrawn from it. 


“It is perhaps unnecessary to say that such exemp- 
tions are not granted as concessions on account of per- 
sonal hardship, still less as a favor to a cclass. The sole 
ground of them is that the national interest is the better 
served by keeping these men at home. The supreme 
necessity (upon the existence of which, as its preamble 
shows, this policy of the Military Service Act is found- 
ed) that leads the State to take men by compulsion and 
put them in the fighting line requires that men shall be 
kept at ome who are engaged in work essential to en- 
able the State to maintain the full efficiency of the com- 
batant forces, and whose places cannot be taken by 
others not within the class called out.”

Frank C. Parsons writes in John 
Bul as follows: We are sometimes 
told that it was the Junkers who made 
this war.

Pirations for world empire, 

Before the dio was cast very few 
expected that patient, humanitarian, 
cosmopolitan-minded England would 
Join in #0 speedily. “Bngland will 
come in three months hence” said the 
Kaiser; “but'it will then be too late. 
Woe can deal with Hngland in her 
turn.” When it was realized that 
England was coming in—and coming 
{n immediately—it was too late to 
draw back, The rage of the Kaiser 
and of the German people (the rage 
of over-reachers who have over-reach- 
ed themselves) baffles description; but 
that rage was combined with the 
grim belief that Germany was quite 
strong enough to carry out her origin- 
al programme, 

Nevertheless, a desperate attempt 
was made, at the instigation of the 
cautious, to buy off England at the 
last moment. The advance through 
Belgium could not be abandoned; but 
it was agreed that the Kaiser should 
make the extraordinary suggestion to 
England that she should “restrain” 
France while the German armies 
overran Poland, It was an attempt

Unduly Retarded by Masses in Ele- 
mentary Schools 


Professor J, MacLean of Manitoba 
University, says: An easy-going kind 
of education is bad for anyone, but 
it is doubly injurious to the lad who 
is going on to the secondary school 
and then to the university. He is 
handicapped carly in his career by 
an-acquisition of bad intellectual hab- 
its, not to speak of the time wasted 
which he will have to make up in the 
secondary school and the university. 
A patriotic educationalist perhaps 
says: “Our system has been devised 
to meet the cducational requirements 
of the masses, not to meet the-wants 
of the exceptionally clever boy who 
is going on to the university.” It 
may, however, be denied that the 
present system does as much as_ it 
might for, the masses, and on the 
other hand affirmed that a national 
system of education cannot afiord to 
neglect in the elementary stage the 
interests of the secondary school and 
the university, If it does, wealthy 
parents will send their children to 
private schools and from them will 
arise those class distinctions which 
it is one of the merits of our nation- 
al school system that it discourages, 
If the present course of studies is 
all that a dull boy can take in 8 or 9 
years, facilities should be provided 
to enable the clever boy to take it in 
5 of 6 year But is the dull boy 
sueh a dullard? The clementary 
schools even on the present lines 
could be greatly improved, and the 
secondary school and the university 
each have an opportunity of realiz- 
ing the educational aims which per- 
tain to them,”

A course in motor mechanics is of 
invaluable worth to the future farm- 
er who will do most of his field 
work with motor power, and_there- 
fore must be able to handle all parts 
of the machine. He will do his own 
repair work, and run a tractor cco- 
nomically as a result, and save much 
valuable time in harvesting season, 
as well as money, 

Men trained in” such 
work even though their legs may 
have been sacrificed in France can 
carn good salaries running machines 
and repairing them. Not only can 
such a man be/valuable in this way. 
but in the new era of electrical de- 
vices for the farm, a man of such 
knowledge is essential. 

Ponltry, dairying, and stock breed- 
ing are other branches which attract 
many men to the open country, The 
long years of experience which were 
thought necessary in the old days to

The One Chance to Win 


The Necessity for Complete Unity 
of Purpose and Action in the 
Allied Cause 


Confession is good for the soul, It 
may be, as Mr. Lloyd George. says, 
that his remarkable speech at Paris 
will give temporary cncouragement 
to the enemy; cven so his “brutal 
frankness” is worth while, It should 
convince all the allied governments 
of the weight of the burden laid up- 
on them and the.need ef unty in 
bearing it. Divided counSls are to 
blame for most of the disasters 
which have prolonged the war, The 
British prime minister reviews these 
without mincing words, Everywhere 
the allies have been “too late.” They 
did not rescue Serbia in time; they 
allowed Rumania to be overrun; 
they consulted “national and profes- 
sional traditions, questions of pres- 
tige and susceptibilities,” rather than 
the general good. ‘The climax of 
this lack of co-operation came in the 
disaster to Italy. Mr. Lloyd George 
sees in this a final chance to save the 
alliance—a chance which he had be- 
gun to fear was lost. His admission 
that he was ready to resign is a 
startling commentary upon the dan- 
ger of an allied collapse, “I had 
arrived at the conclusion,” he an- 
nounces, “that if nothing was chang- 
ed I could no longer accept the re- 
spousibilivy for the direction of the 
war condemned to disaster from 
lack of unity.’ If his words have due 
weight with his countrymen he will 


not have to heed this counsel of 
despair. But they and we, and all 
engaged in the war must wake up 


before it is too late, 

Grave as the situation is, there is 
no occasion to lose hope. Mr. George 
himself still has faith in “the final 
triumph of the cause ‘of the allies.” 
Even with Russia no longer able to 


help they can win if they set their 
minds to it. They are superior in 
man power and in financial re- 


sources; they have the control of 
the sea. The better strategic post- 
tion of the Teutonic allies, who hold 


a compact territory which may 
quickly be defended on any front, 
should not in the end outweigh these 


advantages, But no advantages will 
avail unless they are fully used, Here 
is where Germany has_ beaten the 
allies at every turn. She has had 
the mastery of the nations in league 
with her, Germany, Austri Bul- 
garian or Turkish, there has been in 
effect what M. Painleve bids the al- 
lies achieve- 
army, a single nation.” Free 
independent peoples would not, they 
need not, submit to a tyranny like 
this. But they must submit to disci- 
pline. They must subordinate every 
selfish consideration to the general 
good. They must sacrifice individ- 
val enterprise to a united effort to 
win, The lesson of these three years 
of war is plain, and it is futile for 
us to ignore it. 

Mr. George regrets the necessity 
of creating the new*tuter-Ally War 
Council without consulting the Unit- 
ed States, But there should be no 
hesitation on the part of the United 
States in joining it. American 
troops are at the front. As they in-

The food controller is well aware} 


that in many homes of the Domin- 
ion very considerable cconomies in 
food have been effected voluntarily 
since the war began. In thousands 
of other homes high prices of food 
have compelled the utmost cconomy 
in selection and in apportionment to 
the various members of the family. 
The food controller aims that as-far 
as possible, there should be — sufti- 
cient and suitable food for the peo- 
ple of Canada at prices which are 
no higher than are absolutely neces- 
sary under present conditions of 
supply and cost of production, 
Seventy per cent. of the people of 
Canada are as thrifty and careful as 
any in the world, They consume but 
little or no more than is* necessary 
to maintain their physical strength. 
The food controller do¢s not ask 
these people to reduce their con- 
sumption below the amount  neces- 
sary to maintain their efficiency, but 
he does ask them to~substitute oth- 


er foods, as far as possible, for 
wheat, becf and bacon which are 
needed by the soldiers overseas, 
There is still a considerable minor- 


ity of the people of Canada who can 
and should reduce their consump- 
tion of food by simpler living. Sub- 
stitution may involve some sacrifice 
but surely the men at the front are 
deserving that such sacrifice should 
be ‘made. Elimination of waste is a 
patriotic service in which the most 
humble and the most prosperous can 
contribute, It is no exaggeration to 
that every ounce of waste is a 
contribution. towards starvation,

Germany Has a 
New Poison Gas 


Another Devilish Device Inverted 
by the Huns 


Germany has a new gas, according 
to advices from Paris, It is a bit 
more devilish than any of its nrede~ 
cessors because it is more insidious. 
Gas masks are small protection 
epetast it, because it penetrates the 
clothing and sets up an irritation in 
any spot on which the skin has been 
rubbed or broken, Then it spreads. 

The new gas is delivered cither 
from hose, in the old fashion, or 
from bursting shells, in the new. It 
cannot be detected by the sense of 
smell and often an hour or more 
passes before the unfortunates dis- 
cover they have been “gassed.” The 
subsequent treatment is rendered 
more difficult by the fact that the 
methods which experience has shown 
are best adapted to the asphyxiating 
fas, are positively dangerous with 
the “sudfur d’ethyle dichtore,” which 
is the new form. Yet it is often dif- 
ficult to distinguish between the suf- 
ferers from the two forms. 

With the ingenuity that - distin- 
guishes them, the Germans use both 
gases in the same sector. The new 
gus directly attacks the “mucous 
membranes, 

“In the autopsy we are often able 
to peel off the mucous membrane 
as one would an old glove,” said one 
surgeon. “Sometimes it breaks and 
curls up like the shingles on an old 
roof,” 

The gas clings to the clothing, so 
that subsequent wearers may be at- 
tacked if it is not thoroughly 
cleansed, The nature of the new 
weapon may be indicated by some 
of the directions given to army sur- 
geons for treating those injured by

“Strip them at once if possible 
and bathe in a solution of soapy 
water, This should be done at the 
dressing stations, if possible.”

Prof. George W. Wrong Tells Wo- 
men’s Canadian Club 


Prof. George W. Wrong addressed 


the Women’s Canadian Club in To- 
ronto on ifty Years Before Con- 
federation, 


Prof. Wrong spoke first of all, of 
the difficulties that confronted our 
forefathers of fifty years ago when 
they undertook to bring together in 
this great federal union provinces so 
widely scparated as Nova Scotia on 
the Atlantic coast and British Co- 
lumbia on the Pacific coast, provin- 
ces which had nothing in common

To help counterbalance this expor- 
tation, itis known that in recent 
months Germany has been sending a 
considerable number of its conscripts 
into. neutral countries to fatten up, 
Pr¢liminary to active service, much 
as she formerly encouraged a heavy 
augmentation of railroad crews fo- 
ing into Holland for food, until re- 
Strictions were placed upon such 
traffic by the Dutch, : 
_ The shortage of food in many big 
manufacturing centres has led to the 
return home of highly-skilled Dutch 
and Scandinavian workmen, despite 
the high wages offered. Others per- 
iodically go home to put in a few 
weeks on better rations, returning 
again for the higher wages. 
_The latest food statistics from 
Germany, which cover the period 
from August to the present, indicate 
that new flour was placed on the 
market in Berlin during August, 
whereas a year ago it was not done 
until November. This is imperative 
because of the shortness of the po- 
tato crop in somie sections. Seven 
pounds weckly is the flour ration 
now, as compared with ten last year. 

There has been a heavy increase in 
the price of condensed milk through- 
out Germany since August, when it 
was half a mark (twelve cents) a tin, 


compared with one mark (about 
seventeen cents) now. 
The milk increase in Bavaria re- 


cently has been from 20 to 60 per 
cent., and in non-Bavarian towns of 
niore than 20,000 inhabitants froni 24 
to 85 per cent. and government ex- 
perts are trying to develop a dry 
milk industry as a means of cqual- 
izing the supplics throughout the 
country. 

A dearth of fodder is the most 
dangerous aspect of. the food situa- 
tion for Germany, which is trying to 
maintain large quantities of live 
stock, The ration of 250 grammes is 
now reduced to 200 and 150 in places. 

Germany's leading medical men 
now are more frank than ever in 
stating that the malnutrition, if con- 
tinued long, will mean the elimina- 
tion of the weakest, and they explain 
that night blindness is a disease now 
spreading in the fatherland, just as 
it did in the wake of famine in the 
carly periods of history, Neutral 
doctors testify to an increase in cases 
of perforMfion of the intestines as 
the resuit of lack of food. 

A report just issued by insurance 
companies declares that malnutrition 
is only second to military servico as 
the cause of death. According to 
their statistics for the years 1916 and 


1917, Munich had 8,409 births and 
12,418 deaths, compared with the 
previous years, 1913-1914 of 12,989 


births and 9,740 deaths.
